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1. Following the recent meeting at the Feiping Soviet Consulate, it was announced 
that future repatriation will be entirely voluntary. This may be an indication 
that jobs will be available for those who refuse repatriation. 
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2. The Sovist Consulate has told the 400 prospective repatriates in Tientsin that 
no USSR repatriation ship is expected in May.
